tance from the station. 


A gang of Italians were working here 
repairing the tracks and making improve- 
ments on the road. A freighl car contain- 
ing a large quantity of dynamite stood 
upon a side track not far froal the depot. 
Suddenly an explosion shook the ground 
like an earthquake. 
The air was Oiled 


with Hying debris and fragments of human 
bodies, which soon came down like a pat- 
ter ot hall stones. People a Mock off were1 
thrown to tbe ground by the concussion.

Thirty-one men, principally 'Italians, lay 
upon tbe ground, bat the car was nowhere 
to be seen. Portions of the trucks were 
thrown 100 feet away; not even tbe heavy 
iron wheels remained upon tbe track. 
Portions of the, track and road bed were 
blown away and a great hole dug in the 
ground. 


As soon as it was known that the dan- 
ger was over fully a thousand people, In- 
cluding several doctors, rushed to the 
scene. U was found that en ly six men 
bad been killed outright while 20 were 
wounded.

It is said that the boss of tbe gang, an 
Irishman, was also among tn« killed. 
The crowd devoted itself to moving the

jured, Some were minus tbeir armsotbers 
had their legs blown away, and still others 
were dismembered In an trjually horrible 
manner. 


A number of the wounded will probably

There were twenty-five boxjes of dyna- 
tnlte cartridges in the Hat car to be used 
for blasting purposes along the road. 
About titty Italian laborers were on the 
flat car and they were iust preparing to 
unload the* dynamite when the explosion 
occurred. A train In command at William 
Brannigaa was passing on the side track 
at the time. 
Branntgan saw an Italian 


jump from the flat car. The Italian knew 
what was going to happen and made a 
desperate plunge. ,IIe landed on the side 
track.
